2# Attached hereto is CE9DSSBAHH f s unombered report, dated 
18 December 1952 # in which he describes some rather discouraging 
episodes which took place on the night of 17 December in the Dixie 
Expresso in Salzburg* Shortly after he submitted the report, v* 
went over it In detail with him and pointed out that we felt that 
a bit more judicious, lucid thinking and action on his part would 
probably have extricated him from the. two predicaments without their 
assuming the proportions which they did. We were especially critical 
of his conversation with OFFCZAREX and were somewhat bothered by the 
connotation of his trying to straighten out the boundaries between two 
spheres of jurisdiction, 

3, On 16 December 19^2# we did show GROSSBAKS a copy of ZIPPER 
BV S report number 57h3# which had been passed to us by C 

JJ # Our season for doing this was merely as a reminder to 
GROSSMHN that he should not relax his security guard j he was still 
a figure of interest in the S ala burg area. He, Incidentally, is 
mentioned in an extremely offhand manner in the report) the final 
paragraph merely stating thftf VOLLKR previously worked for GflOSSBAHR 
in the ZIPPER organisation.

the publicity he had tried to give ne« as mentioned in para. U* Ve 
suspected* . but not toe strongly at the tine, that he night. possibly 
hare had reference to the ZIPPER report* He stated that be was hark- 
ing bask to the eld days just after he separated from ZIPPER shea be 
vae the subject of such interest on the part of ZIPPER personnel la 
the Salsburg area* we* naturally* accepted hie explanation and let 
the natter drop other to; > for the aforedeaeribed security implications* 

6* On 11 Jintiaxy 1953* c _ , J i» an a liaison visit to 

Salsburg* advised ua that OFPCZAHBK ' o version differed considerably 
from that reported by CHOSSBIHII. OFPCZASEK alleged that bo had been 
aesooted by 0R0S8BIHH and that 080S8BAHM bad nads specific reference 
to the 67 S report in his diseuefion with OFFCZAHEE. This naturally 
plaeed POB in a difficult position with ZIPPER due to an apparent 
violation of the third agency rule* 

7. On 13 January* we re-questioned GROSSBAHM on his report of 
eveata on the night of 17 December* but be failed to alter his original 
version in any manner. 

. 8. The truth of the natter*' we suspect* lies somewhere between 
the two versions* The next oppo rtunity, we have to get QBOSSIAHN on : 
Carriage, we certainly will .pursue the natter to its concl u s i on* • For 
the time being*' Q J reports that the incident has . apparently 
blown over with the ZIPPER people and we can only hop 6 that tine will 
relegate It to the group of forgotten matters* 

9* • Prior to this. Incident we had made up our minds that GRQS8BAHR 
was badly in need of a rest and vacation and this lent considerable 
•eight to our decision* As reported in reference* ve bad hia checked 
medically and packed him off for a month without making any more of an 
incident of the OFPCZAREK affair* we could see little point in pur- 
suing the matter to the point of getting unpleasant especially in view 
of his condition* On hia return from vacation, ve feel It best to let- 
■ the natter ride and straighten it out later through the use of carriage* 

10* We, naturally* dislike having this shadow of a doubt hanging 
over CBQSSBAHtf and will do ail we can to resolve it at the earliest 
opportunity. 
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Whatever the precise truth of this incident may eventually 
develop to have been* we will of course in the future be
